Indiana  that  'it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open  Lypn  Avenue , 
from  Woodward  Avenue,  to  Leroy  Street,  also  to  open  the  alley  north 

of  State  Boulevard  from  the  east  line  of  Forest  Kill  Addition  to  the  west 
line  Klugs  Addition,  also  to  vacate  the  first  alley  xiest  of  Leroy  Avenue 
from  State  Boulevard  to  the  first  alley  north. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  Street  and  alley  opening,  and 
alley  vacation  as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  DepartmeHit 
of  Public  V/orlis  of  said  City. 

.The  opening  of  Lynn  Avenue  as  above  described  to  be  made  by  condemning 
and  appropriating  for  Street  purposes  the  folliwing  described  lots  and 
parts  of  lots  and  tracts  of  land.  All  of  Lot  Humber  One  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  (163)  a.nd  the  south  five  (5)  feet  of  Lot  Number  One  hundred  and  sixty- 
four  (164)  Forest  Hill  Addition,  a tract  of  land  commencing  ak  a point  on 
the  east  line  of  Forest  Hill  Addition,  two-,  hundred  and  seventy-two  (272) 
feet  north  of  the  north  line  of  State  Boulevard.
